U 'fs 'designated' In the revised reg- 
ulations as "No. I hard spring" and 
provides; "this grade shall include 
whtfat of the class hard red spring, 
consisting of 85 per cent or more of 
dark, hard and vitreous kernels. It 
shall have a test 
weight 
of 
60 


pounds with a moisture content not 
exceeding 14 per cent and with not 
more than one per cent of foreign 
material. It may contain 5 per cent 
of other wheat, of which there shall 
be not more than 2 per cent durum."

Partners Given Ald^ 


It is ea»y to see why the farmers 


of the state were Most insistent in 
heir demands that a change should 
be made back to the old method of 
isr,e«ment, since the farm lands 
onstitute by far the largest single 
lass of property, valued at almost 
wice as much as all other property 
combined. 
A comparison of 
the 


assessed value of farm lands with the 
combined value of all other property 
of the state will show -the injustice 
of assessing farm lends at 100 per 
cent, and why it was that the farm 
rs demanded that these lands should 
.e assessed at a lower figure. While 
the farm lands bore S3 per cent of 
the state tax burden 'in 1917, and 
70 per cent in 1919. this has now 
been reduced to 62 per cent by the 
present administration. 


As additional evidence of the ex- 


tent of thi« demand, permit me to 
cite the first public statement issued 
.n paniphlet form by the North Da- 
kota Taxpayers Association on Dec- 
ember 23. 1922, just prior to the 
legislative session, which association 
consisted of leading men from every 
county of the State interested in tax 
revision and .'tax wflodtion. This 
pamphlet «avs in regard to the classi- 
fication act, among other things: 


"I trust that the coming legis- 


lative assembly will repeal all 
existing "exemptions and classi- 
fication- and enact a law iiurt ii 
jutt And equitable to all •tkitp«>* 
pie. I believe that all the peo- 
ple of the state should pay tax- 
es in accordance with their-abil- 
ity. Doririft the last years, it 
vems that the legis'ative a»- 
c«mblie« have made an attempt 
to ce« how much property could 
bo plim.inated from 1h» assess- 
ment roll and how low personal 
property 
could b* 
classified. 


What »e want is wore prt>p»rty 
on tb* assessment rolls «od no 


state government to do to and in «o 
far as it was posiible, considering 
the number of buaineis ventures up- 
on which the state had entered and 
in which losses had already accrued 
—but alto promised that we would 
reduce the attested valuation, the 
size of which we believed had en- 
couraged extravagance, and would re- 
adjust the bails of assessment and 
return as far as possible to the old 
basis which had been tried 
with 


satisfaction in this state for a period 
of twenty-eight years. 


When the board of equalization met 


in 1922, they found that under t' 
laws of the state then in force the 
amount of reduction that could 
made in the assessed value of the 
state was rather 
small but 
they 


nevertheless reduced it $G9,l!S.-iu 
and in 1923 with the help of the new 
legislation they reduced it $288,30-1,- 
229 below 1921. 


Kept Their Promises 


When the legislature convened in 


1923, every Independent* member who 
came to Bismarck felt that the prom- 
ises made to the people of the state 
must be kept. Most of them express- 
ed the hope that all property might 
bo assessed at 50 cents on the dol- 
lar. They soon discovered, however, 
that with the new obligations assum- 
ed by the state and the political sub- 
divisions in the past six years, it was 
no longer possible to reduce the as- 
sessment to SO per cent and that 76 
per cent was as low as it was now 
possible to go. This 
figure 
was 


therefore agreed upon. 


I had no hesitancy in signing the 


new law as I believe it to be j««t 
and fair and right in principle. If 
the administration of it should re- 
veal any inequalities or unfairness, 
this could and should then be correct- 
ed by boards of equalization or by 
the next legislature. 


That the fairness of this legislation 


commends itself to those, who have 
given the subject thot, ts shown 
by the futher fact that while, gener- 
ally speaking, any change made in 
he chief legislation enacted by the 
League was made by a strict faction- 
al vote, that on this particular bill 
we had the support and vote not only 
of the Independents but also of eight 
leading Leaguers who felt that even 
Jio the law they were changing was a 
League law, that the change was just 
and right and should be made. Such 
well known men as Senators Car- 
berg of Adams, Ettestad of McHenry, 
Nathan of Sheridan, Peck of McLean, 
Whitmer of Oliver, Wog of Billing*, 
and 
Representatives 
Iverson 
of 


Griggs, and Sathre of Steele, voted 
for the measure as shown in 
the 


House Journal for March 1, and In 
the Senate Journal for February 20 
and March 1. 


The law 
with reference 
to ex 


emptions was also changed by the 
last legislature in response to a very 
general demand not only from tax- 
ing officials bat from the majority 
of the people of the state. The law, 
as enacted, abolished the exemption; 
of $500 on residences in cities anr 
villages, $606 on farm personal prop- 
erty, $300 on furniture, $300 on cloth- 
ing, and $300 on working tools. 


The legiilsture believed that every 


man who had property 
should pay 


some taxes, and should pay in pro- 


at 100* cents on the 
much other property was assessed at 
60 cents and even loss. What we 
bad promised tho people of this state 
was that we would return to the old 
bails which hud been In u*e in this 
>tat« from 1888 to 1817 
where 
all 


property, no matter what its kind 
and character, or where located, was 
assessed on the same -basrs. This 
teemed tolls to be just and right and 
J cannot now recollect a single in- 
stance where any cititen of the state 
objected to fair and-Just treatment 
for all classes of property. If we 
had made a distinction and discrim- 
nated against the railroads by asses, 
ing their property -at 100 cents on 
the dollar and all other property at 
7G cents, it would not only have been 
unfair but would hove done no good 
ta the railroads would undoubtedly 
have gone into the courts again, as 
they did in 1918, and by court action 
would have compelled an, equalisation 
of assessments. 


In 1921, the last year in which the 


former 
administration 
equalized 


property values in this state, farm 
lands were assessed nt $040,007,579 
and all property of public utilities of 
the state, including the railroads, 
was assessed at $213,922,230. • By the 
action of the now board of equaliza- 
tion in 1922 and 1983, we reduced the 
assessed- value of farm lands $270,- 
301,917 while all the property of the 
public utilities of the state, includ- 
ing the railroads, telephone 
lines, 


telegraph lines, etc. was reduced 
only $56,906,969. It is true that dur- 
ing the same period, by abolishing 
exemptions and assessing personal 
property at 75 cents on the dollar 
instead of 50 cents, there had been 
an increase in 
the assessment of 


personal property in the country of 
approximately $37,402,818, but even if 
we deduct this from the $270,301,917 
there would still be left a not reduc- 
tion in farm property assessments of 
$2.12,899,099. 


Farm f.ands Cut 


In viow of the fact that farm lands 


had been paying more than their just 
giopWtion of the 
taxes in 
recent 


years, and in view of the many ad- 
verse agricultural 
conditions, 
the 


legislature continued in force the 
exemption of farm 
improvements. 


Comparing the year 1922 with 1923, 
state taxes on farm lands decreased 
$796,319; county taxes on farm lands, 
$664,220; and the flat hail tax, $546,- 
004; 
or a total decrease in state and 


county taxes on farm lands of $2,- 
006,543. This would surely show a 
disposition to treat the farmers just- 
ly as they should be treated sincq 
farming is our chief industry and no 
prosperity possible for any of our 
citizens in town oc country unless 
our farmers have a chance to pros 
per. We had promised the farmers 
such a square deal and the legisla- 
ture and the Governor desired to 
redeem the promise and so enacted 
these laws. 


We discover also that the main 


railroads 
crossing 
North 
Dakota 


claim that they are being assessed 
in our state considerably more than 
the re4i value of their property, more 
than any othec class Of property, and 
that the North Dakota tax burden 
takes a larger percentage of their 
;ross earnings than is the case iii 
my other Northwestern state. It 
might be interesting to examine the 
records bearing upon this question 
o ascertain whether their claim Is 
correct. 


The Interstate 
Commerce .Com- 


mission has made tentative*' valua- 
ions of the railroads as a basis for 
rate making, which valuations are on 
file with the board of railroad com- 
missioners. These 
valuations, sup- 


plemented by additional computations 
a to rolling stock, made by the tax 
commission reveal an interesting sit- 
uation that bears directly upon the 
problem before us.

to the action of

Why Effort Made

basis docs exact justice or that the 
value of any property determines the 
ability of thi owner to pay taxes, 
but it is contended that an" assess- 
ment according to the true value of 
the property is more nearly just 
than 
any 
general 
classification 


scheme, and can be more easily and 
fairly administered. Productiveness, 
or the capacity of property to earn 
returns, would of course be the fair- 
est basis, but we know that city resi- 
dences which were 'assessed at 50 per 
cent, nnd most of the personal prop- 
erty that was either exempt from tax- 
ation or assessed at GO per cent, brot 
better financial returns or increas- 
ed the owner's earning capacity much 
more than did most of the farm lands 
of North Dakota, 
which for many 


years have been operated at a loss 
but nevertheless assessed at 100 per 
cent. There does not seem to be any 
(tood reason 
why a city 
residence 


worth SD.OOO and rented at a high 
rate, should not be assessed as high 
as a piece of land worth $5,000, the 
crops from which do not even pay 
the cost of operation. Neither does 
it seem fair that the furniture, cloth- 
ing, and working tools of al man who 
earns $5 to $7 a day should be ex- 
empted from taxation to the extent 
of $900 while the neighbor who has 
invested $900 in lots that bring him 
no returns, should be assessed at 100 
cents on the dollar. It is true that 
with the exemptions abolished and 
with personal property assessed at 
75 per cent the 
same as all other 


property, there does seem to be a con- 
siderable increase in taxes on person- 
al property, but I am sure that every 
person who wants to pay his fair 
share and who 
will 
compare his 


property and taxes with the property 
and taxes of his neighbors, either 
in town 
or 
out 
in sthe~ counrty, 


will come to the conclusion that con- 
sidering tb<> advantages he enjoyed 
in schools, health protection, police 
protection, fire 
protection, and in 


other ways, he is. not paying any 
more th.nn his 
fair share 
of the 


taxes and tha the burden may be some- 
what heavy that, as compared with 
ihe other taxpayers of the state, he 
is but bearing his just proportion of 
the burden. This, I am sure, every 
:air-minded man will wont to do and 
;his is all that he is required to do 
ty the tax laws enacted in the recent 
legislative session. Nor will any fair- 
minded taxpayer forget that property 
taxes SOT state purposes have- been 
reduced $751,925.26 this year and that 
where increases occurred they are all 
in local and county affairs. 


All Should Pay 


All the people should pay taxes in 


accordance with their ability to pay. 
The effort and effect of all legisla- 
tion should be to determine the most i 
accurate measure of that ability. It 


the realization of this fact that 


has induced governments • to levy 
more taxes on incomes ami inheri- 
tances and less on general property. 


We want to do our utmosfein every 


community and county as tikll os in 
the state to 
reduce public expen- 


ditures and decrease the taxes, but 
whatever taxes are still to be paid, I 
am sure the citizenship of the state 
will want to see the burden of these 
imposed fairly and equitably upon all 
the citizens ot the state in propor- 
tion to their ability to pay. I am 
sure also that each citizen, tho desir- 
ing and working to reduce the tax 
burden, will be willing to bear his 
fair shure of that burden even tho it 
may seem heavy. 


This is not a political question. 


It should not be a matter of fac- 
tional or party difference, bat 
all 


citircns, no matter to what faction 
or party they may belong, should 
cooperate to have public expenditures, 
levies, and taxes reduced 
to the
